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Academic and demographic information are obtained 

annually on students at General College °(GC) in order- to adjust 
programs to student needs. In 1981, data were gathered on students' 
sex, age, ethnicity, home county, parents' characteristics, 
educational background and objectives, self-assessment of basic 
skills, counseling needs, anticipated major, high school performance, 
quarters registered, major, grade point average (GPA) , and credits 
attempted. The study involved an examination of the records of all GC 
students enrolled in fall 1981 (N«=3,416) and the records of students 
newly enrolled in summer 'or fall 1981 (N=l,289), and a survey of ; 
1,069 students conducted during freshman orientation in fall 1981. 
The study involved the following: (1) 57% of the students were male, 
79% were white, and their mean age was 21.9 years; (2) of the 
freshmen surveyed at orientation, 68% planned to transfer from GC to 
another University of Minnesota college, 48% planned to receive 
financial aid, and 72.7% planned to work full- or part-time while 
enrolled at the school; (3) over 50% of the freshmen felt counseling 
assistance would be helpful in career and educational planning and 
study skills; (4) 60% of all GC students and 68% of the new GC :

The General College has been systematically cdllecting a va- 
riety of data about its student body over its 50 year history. 
We have developed diagnostic entrance examinations that help 
us understand the educational needs -of each student coming to 
the College. We have also measured the breadth and depth of 
areas of knowledge that students have been experiencing during 
the 2-year Associate in Arts degree program through a Degree 
Comprehensive^ or exit^examinat ion. 

One of our more recent attempts to better understand and ac- 
comodate our students is the 5-year sequence of demographic . 
and academic studies performed by Professot Romano. These 
and other studies serve as a means to adjust our programs to , 
the ever' changing needs of the wide range of Minnesotans that 
seek out our general/liberal arts curriculum and student ser- 
vices offerings. 
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The General College^tudent 
Fall 1981 

This is the filth report dating from 1976 giving demographic and academic 
information about the General College (GC) student. The report provides a 
description of all GC students (N-3416) enrolled Fall 1981 as well as for all 
GC students (N-1289^ who were newly enrolled in. the College either summer or^ 
Fall 1981. 

Generally, this information is similar to that reported foir't»he GC student 
population of the previous year. The total number of GC students increased 2% 
from 1980 to 1981 while those students new" to GC in Fall 1981 decreased 6% 
from 1980. In 1981 males were more frequently represented than females. Of 
those reporting ethnic background, 79% identified themselves as white, and 21% 
with an ethnic group or as an international student. Of those, students . new to 
GC in 1981, 77% were identified as white and 23% as minority or international. 
The latter percentage is an increase of 3% over the previous years; 2% of this 
increase occurred in the Asian American group. 

The average age of students continues «to be in the low 20' s, and about 80% 
of the students come from the seven-county metropolitan area. Sixty-eight per- 
cent of the entering students plan to transfer from GC to another U of M 
college, "while 20% were not sure of their transfer plans. Eighty percent of 
the entering students aspire to a bachelor's degree and above, while 9% desire 
an Associate degree or a specialized certificate diploma. The major areas in 
which new students want counseling assistance are in career and educational 
planning, study skills, financial counseling, and stress management (including 
help with test and speech anxiety).

Of the students reporting higlTschool percentile rank, the mean high school 
percentile rank is in the lower half of the third decile. Highland, Edina-West 
and, Washburn high schools continue to be the most frequently represented by 
entering students": Nearly 40% of the students were undecided about an academic 
major when completing their admission applicatiort.VAnother 12% indicated a 
major which could not be coded. The most frequently cited majors were pre- 
business (15%) and pre-IT (4%). - 

Of those students reporting a U of M GPA, the average cumulative. GP A was 
2.60 (not including the N grade). When N is Included in the calculation, the 
GPA drops to 2.36. The percentage of credits completed to those attempted 
at the U of M was 79% for those students reporting a credit completion ratio.
